For brilliancy of colour few flowers can compare with the Anemone, which in spring produces its 
masses of bloom in endless variety of shades, scarlets, crimsons, roses, blushes, lilacs, blues, purples, and 
white all of which for cutting are valuable, lasting long in water. For beds, edgings, and masses in the 
borders it is matchless, and may be had in bloom, weather permitting, from November to July, according 
to situation, locality, and time of planting. 



CULTURE.— Any good, richly manured soil suits the Anemone. Plant in succession from October to 
May, the roots four to six inches apart, at a depth of two to three inches, choosing a dry day, and when the 
ground is in good working condition. In cold, bleak, or low-lying districts it is advisable to cover the 
beds lightly after planting with long litter or cut evergreen branches until the plants arc well in leaf, and 
danger from severe frosts is past. In April and May, during dry weather, water the beds freely, two or 
three times a week if necessary, and when the flower buds appeal' water daily if required. The Spring 
plantings are best made in semi-shady situations. The roots should be steeped in water for 6 hours 
before planting.

GLADIOLI rank amongst our most decorative and 
handsome of late summer and autumn flowers, and should 
be given a place in every garden. Their grand spikes of 
bloom are greatly valued for vases, lasting as they do a 
long time in water, and mixing well with the choicest of 
flowers. 

A FEW NOTES ON GLADIOLUS CULTURE, &c. 

TIME OF PLANTING.— This is dependent greatly 
on season and locality. As a rule, planting may commence 
end of March, and be continued to June. 

SOIL AND SITUATION.— The Gladiolus loves a 
deep, rich, well-drained soil, and a sunny situation. The 
ground should be prepared some time previous to planting 
by deeply trenching, and mixing in an abundance of old 
decayed manure. Plant four inches deep, and surround 
the bulb with mixed sand and charcoal or wood ashes. 
This little extra trouble is well repaid by a strong healthy 
growth. The bulbs should be planted nine inches apart. 

AFTER MANAGEMENT.— As soon as the plants 
are sufficiently advanced to require support, each should 
have a stout stake, and at this period a top dressing of 
partly decayed manure should be given to aid growth, 
and to prevent undue evaporation of moisture from the 
soil. During dry weather give liberal waterings. 

PLANTING TO ADVANTAGE.— Gladioli are most 
effective when planted in clumps of three to twelve ; for a 
bold handsome effect plant in groups of fifty, a hundred, 
or more. In Rhododendron beds and amongst shrubs they 
are exceedingly effective, especially when associated with 
Lilies, Gannas, Tritomas, Hyacinthus candicans, Plantain 
Lilies, &c. 



CULTURE IN POTS. — Potting may be done from February, one bulb in a 6-inch pot, or three bulbs 
in an 8-inch pot, using a mixture of good rich soil ; care should be taken that the drainage is perfect. Plunge 
the pots in ashes in a cold, airy frame, or a sheltered corner of the garden, on a hard surface so that no 
earth worms can enter the pots, and when the flower spikes are somewhat advanced remove to the greenhouse. 
When in full growth give abundance of water during dry weather, and, when blooms are showing, a little 
manure water.

THE LILY, for variety of colour, chasteneBS, and beauty of form, is matchless amongst hardy 
plants. The flowering commences in May, and a continuous unbroken succession of bloom, from species of 
different countries, is maintained till the frosts of autumn destroy the last unexpanded flower buds. 

CULTURE OUT-OF-DOORS.— In choosing a situation for planting, perfect drainage, natural or artificial, 
should be the first consideration. The borders of Rhododendron and Azalea beds, and such like positions, 
are generally suitable for Lily culture, as the necessary compost for the particular species can easily be given, 
and the shelter from the surrounding branches is beneficial in protecting the plants front cold winds in spiing, 
and also affording a partial shelter from the sun’s rays in summer. Sheltered spots in mixed herbaceous and 
shrubbery borders will also do. In prepar ing the ground, loosen the soil to a depth of several feet, and add 
fresh loam, coarse sand, and sweet decomposed leaf soil, or good peat, care being taken that the soils are as free 
as possible from insect life , and the compost sufficiently friable. Plant the bulbs 4 to 6 inches deep (except 
where otherwise stated), and they may then remain undisturbed for many years. The bog or swamp-loving 
Lilies Superbum, and the varieties of Canadense and Fardalinum, prefer a rather moist peaty or retentive 
loamy soil and rather shady situation ; they are admirably adapted for growing amongst Rhododendrons and 
Azaleas, and for the sides of brooks, ponds, rivulets, &c. ; they are also charming naturalized m Grass. 

CULTURE IN-DOORS. — THE LILY being a free rooter requires plenty of pot room, therefore use in 
most cases a 6 or 8-inch pot for one bulb, according to its size, and a compost of fibrous loam and sweet 
decomposed leaf soil, with plenty of coarse sand or good peat ; or loam and sand will do. See that the drainage 
is perfect and the inside of the pot clean, to start with. Pot firmly, barely covering the top of the bulb, and 
leaving room to add more soil when the surface roots appeal-. Select a situation out-of-doors, protected from

the afternoon sun, and stand the pots on a bed of ashes raised above the general level to avoid stagnant 
moisture, and made firm to prevent the entrance of worms ; then cover with six inches of cocoa-nut fibre or 
old leaf soil to keep off excessive rains. When top growth begins to show above the covering, remove the pots 
to a cold frame, pit, or greenhouse, and start giving water sparingly ; a little clear weak liquid manure given 
twice a week , when the flower buds are well advanced, will greatly assist in the development of fine blooms. A 
north wall or hedge is a suitable situation for starting the bulbs. If very early flowers are required the Lily 
may be started in a gentle heat as soon as potted, but as soon as top growth shows itself the plant must be kept 
as near the glass as possible to prevent being drawn. Superbum and the varieties of Canadense and Parda- 
linum prefer for soil a moist sandy peat, but will also thrive in any good fairly moist soil.

RANUNCULUS, Turco-Persian, Turban and Persian. 

CULTURE. — Plant the Turban and Turco-Persian Ranunculus from October 
to March, and the Persian varieties from January to April in light richly manured 
soil. Select a dry day for planting and draw drills two inches deep and five or six 
inches apart ; at the bottom of the drill sprinkle a little sand, press the tubers firmly 
into the soil, claws downwards, and cover them with sand, then with soil, keeping 
the crown of the tuber two inches under the surface. Cover the early plantings with 
long straw, cut heather, or other light mattrial, which remove in spring when danger 
of severe frosts is gone. In April and May, during dry weather, water the beds 
freely, two or three times a week, if necessary, and when the flower-buds appear, 
water daily if required, and continue doing so while the plants are blooming ; this 
will insure fine flowers. In watering, wet the foliage as little as possible. While in 
growth the plants must be protected from cutting winds, and this can be managed 
by sticking in the bed cut evergreen branches. If grown as pot-plants put three 
tubers in a 4-inch pot aud plunge out of doors until well rooted.
